It’s worth practicing every good 
trick of car operation to cut down! 
your use of gas this summer, both 
for your sake and to teach the ma- 
jor oil companies a lesson for this!

keters have said is unwarranted. 

Here are ways you can save gas: 

Drive Slower: Auto engineers 
Bay the greatest gas wasters are 
jack-rabbit starts; quick, tire-drag-| 
ging stops; unnecessary high-speed 
driving, and reluctance to turn off 
the engine during stops of un- 
certain duration. 

According to the AAA, during a 
1000-mile trip an average car will 
consume 60 gallons of gas if you 
drive it at 35 m.p.h., but will eat 
up more than 100 gallons if you

car momentum. The biggest gas- 


waster is the guy who drives with; 


frequent bursts of speed, then 
slows up, then picks up speed. 
When you know you have to stop, 
roll there slowly instead of getting 
there in a hurry and jamming on 
the brakes. 

You use much more gas, of 
course, in city driving because of 
the frequent stops and use of lower 
gears. You can save some of it by 
trying to judge the timing of the 
traffic lights and the speed of the 
cars around you, instead of con- 
stantly braking and speeding up 
again. 

Keep Your Car in Good Condi- 


tion: As you saw above, gas and| 


oil costs are more than three times 
as much as maintenance costs. The 
money you invest in car mainte- 
nance more than pays for itself 
in gas saving. 

First of all, don’t postpone hav- 
ing your car greased regularly. 
The big value is not only to avoid 
chassis damage, squeaks and rat- 
tles, but you don’t need as much 
power to move a properly-lubri- 
cated chassis. 

Don’t drive with worn, dirty 
spark plugs, especially on a long 
trip. Spark plugs may seem to op- 
erate all right when your engine 
is idling, but at high speed, poor 
plugs miss and thus waste gas. 
Even if your plugs are in good 
condition they may need regap- 
ping. 

Also have your distributor, muf- 
fler and carburetor checked. A 
clogged muffler is often a cause

He charged that Brownell is out 
to break up the union and prose- 
cute the poor afid needy as a cover 
up for his failure “to prosecute 
real violators of the anti-trust law, 
such as big oil companies.” One 
of Brownell’s first actions as At- 
torney General was to dismiss 
criminal charges against five ma- 
jor U. S. oil firms accused of tak- 
ing part in a world oil cartel.

‘Molehills of Legislation, 


Mountains of McCarthy!" 


Labor Press Associated in a dispatch from Washington 


“The first session of the 83d Congress—first Republican House 
and Senate to serve with a GOP President in 20 years—closed 
shortly after midnight, August 4, with a record that was somewhere 
between ‘do-nothing’ and ‘do-nothing-right.’ Its critics could point 
to the fact that it did more investigating than it did legislating, 
and most of its legislation—the killing of controls, gutting of the 
housing program, ‘give-away’ of the national resources, ending the 
Reconstruction Finance Corporation, slashing of funds, for the 
Labor Department and foreign aid—was directly opposed to the 
interests of labor and the general public.” 


Senator Monroney of Oklahoma, Democrat, put the whole 
matter neatly when he summarized: 

“Molehills of legislation, mountains of McCarthy!” 

The President's speech outlining what he considered the 
great accomplishments of the Congress was of course very 
smoothly constructed. It was intended to create a comfortable 
feeling that all was going very well indeed. Two of the prin- 
cipal “achievements” of the Congress and the Administration 


working closely together‘were not cited by Mr. Eisenhower. 


One of these was the give-away: of the oil resources of the 
people to big corporations disguised as States. The other was 
the wrecking of world confidence in our State Department by 
the combined arrogance of Joe McCarthy and timidity of 
President Eisenhower and Secretary Dulles. 

Just as Congress closed its session, some wholesomely vig- 
Orous statements were made by Senator Morse of Oregon and 
others on the real record of the Congress and Administration. 

Senator Morse denounced the Secretary of Interior as: 

“Giveaway McKay, the Philanthropic Oregonian whose spe- 


cialty is hydro power bargain bazaars conducted for the absentee 
stockholders of the big power companies.” 


Senator Olin D. Johnston, Democrat, of South Carolina, said: 

“I am convinced that unless we meet squarely the brazen cam- 
paign of the private power interests, which are seeking to mesmer- 
ize and mislead the people, not only the economic expansion but 
the health of our democracy will suffer.” 

It will take more than smoothly written radio and tele- 
vision speeches by a retired General to convince the American 
people that all is going well. Abe Lincoln, we all remember, 
believed that we could be fooled for a time. but not all of us 
all of the time.

But in a growing number of industries 
there are contracts between management and labor which are 
in effect constitutions. Moreover, under such “constitutions” 
there are clauses which provide for the setting up of arbi- 
trating bodies which amount to courts within that industry, 
with both labor and management agreeing on the personnel 
of such “‘courts.” 

To older members of labor unions all this means a great 
deal. For we remember working under conditions when there 
were no paid holidays, no recourse for arbitrary firings, no 
constitutional accepted method for setting up arbitrative 
bodies within an industry. Some of our younger members 
perhaps do not realize how slowly and with such great effort 
these good things came into being.
